Does Not Regard Bauxite 
Cargoes as War Mate- 
rial — British Warcraft 


Reported on Watch. 


BELGRADE, April 3 (AP).— 
Yugoslavia will sanction use of its 
¢erritorial waters for German 
freighters seeking a blockade-proof 
route for carrying Yugoslav bauxite 
to Trieste, Italy, an official source 
gaid today. 

The Government said units of 
the British fleet, on the watch for 
blockade evaders. thus far had not 
been sighted north of Corfu by 
Yugoslav ships. Corfu is the Greek 


island near the entrance to the 


Adriatic. 

Bauxite, mineral base of alumi- 
mum, “is not considered a war ma- 
terial” by Yugoslavia and there- 
fore is not subject to blockade, this 
official source said. 

Yugoslavia also considers that 
Prime Minister Chamberlain's 
warning to neutrals against trading 
with Germany does not apply to it 
since the Yugoslavs 
tained the strictest neutrality to- 
ward both sides since the start of 
war.” 

Germans hope that bauxite, and 
later other supplies, can be carried 
through neutral coastal waters to 
Trieste for shipment by rail to the 
Reich. 

(Rome dispatches said there was 
no confirmation of a report that 
three Yugoslav freighters already 
had been halted by British war- 
ships.) 

The German freighter Ankara is 
scheduled to sail tomorrow from 
Dubrovnik (Ragusa) through Yugo- 
slav territorial waters to Trieste 
On a test voyage to see if Ger- 
many can establish a new route 
for shipping supplies. German 
sources indicated they were bank- 
ing on the hope that British war- 
ships would stay out of the 
Adriatic in fear of offending Italy.

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Story of John P. Nick and Movie Union 
And of $16,500 From Theater Owners 
Court Ordered Him and Aid to Disgorge 


Details of Brady and Wes- 
ton Deals That Prevented 
Pay Rises — Boss and 
Weston Still Face Extor- 
tion Charge. 


Operators Feared Loss of 
Jobs and Exhibitors 
Feared Violence Until 
Judge Oakley Ousted 
Labor Head. 


The Post-Dispatch herewith pre- 
sents the background of the stormy 
history and complicated affairs of 
the Moving Picture Machine Oper- 
ators’ Ldécal Union 143 since 1935, 
when John P. Nick,seized the local 
and ruled it with an iron hand un- 
til ousted by court action. For its 
editorial and cartoon comment on 
the outcome of the criminal phase 
of the case, the Post-Dispatch was 
convicted of contempt of court by 
Circuit Judge Thomas J. Rowe 
today. 

Local 143 was chartered in 1908 


and operated successfully, and with 
complete local autonomy, until 1935, 
when a member preferred charges 
within the union against the offi- 
cers, based on a wage concession 
which the officers had made _ to 
small neighborhood theaters during 
the summer months when business 
dropped off materially. The charge, 
that the concession was made with- 
out the consent of the members ih- 
volved, was held to be unfounded 
by a committee to which it was 
referred. The committee’s report 
was concurred in by a vote of the 
local. 

Nick and Weston Take Charge. 

Despite this seeming amicable 
disposition of the complaint, the 
International Union declared an. 
“emergency” in the affairs of Local 
143, and in July, 1935, Nick and 
his first lieutenant, Clyde A. Wes- 
ton, suddenly appeared at the of-

1936 Wage Demands. 

This was the labor setup which 
the movie exhibitors faced in 1936 
when the time for renewing the 
operators’ wage contract ap- 
proached. Wage demands involv- 
ing increases totaling $2000 a week 
were presented for the operators 
through a figurehead union com- 
mittee. Robert Tomsen, then busi- 
ness agent of the union, since has 
testified that Nick advised him to 
pay no attention to the delibera- 
tions of the union’s wage commit- 
tee, that “at the proper time” a 
new wage scale would be drawn, 

The wage demands greatly dis- 
turbed the exhibitors, some of whom 
protested that they would be forced 
to close their shows. As outlined 
by Nick, operators getting $40 a

Two Rises in Price. 

After Brady’s reported offer to 
deliver -a new wage contract for 
$6000, certain exhibitors heard ru- 
mors they would be required to em- 
ploy stagehands. 

“We took this up with Brady 
when we saw him again,’ Wehren- 
berg since has testified. “He said, 
‘All right, that could be taken care 
of, but the price had to go up to 
$7500.’ | 

“Then Brady heard that the ex- 
hibitors had offered $5 more a 
week to the lower paid operators. 
He berated us for that and said it 
now would cost $10,000 to deliver a 
contract without a wage increase.” 

The exhibitors met about Oct. 1

boss, Nick, had presented, Thim- 
mig, in sworn testimony describ-

While the contract provided for 
an increase of $2.50 a week for 
each operator, as compared with 
the $15 and $30 which Thimmig 
said Nick and Weston had de- 
manded, the -operators’ hours of 
work were increased, with the re- 
sult that the wages were about the 
same as the year before. 


In the meantime, the 
Post-Dispatch, having received in- 
formation about the 1936 “defense 
fund” began an inquiry to establish 
the facts. When this was done, the 
Post-Dispatch published the first 
account of the raising of the fund. 
Kaimann, at first denying the exist- 
ence of the fund, admitted later 
that the money had been raised 
and added that it was “for picnics 
and things like that.” 

Reporters had difficulty in ob- 
taining the facts, because the ex- 
hibitors were fearful to discuss 
their dealings with Nick and Wes- 
ton. One theater owner, whose 
name appeared in a Post-Dispatch 
news story, received an anonymous 
telephone call warning him, “You 
will find yourself in the gutter if 
you don’t quit talking.” Others 
were visibly agitated when report- 
ers called on them. Accounts were 
given guardedly, with admonitions 
not to print names, 

An exihibitor, long -associated 


with the theater business here, said 
he had dropped a protest against | 
the raising of the 1936 “defense 
fund” after an associate warned | 
him to “quiet down, you don’t know| 
what might happen to you.” This,

Another owner, who lives in

The plight of Henry Holloway, 
who built the Beverly Theater, 7740 
Olive boulevard, at a cost of $60,- 
000 and was forced to close down 
because of Nick’s exorbitant de- 
mands, was told to reporters. Nick 
was reported to have led Holloway) 
to believe he could hire the two 
operators required at $45 a week 
each. When the time for opening 
neared, Holloway was informed that 
the operators’ pay would be $75 a 
week each and that he would also 
be required to hire a union stage- 
hand, at $75 a week, to install the 
screen. The stagehand stayed on 
the payroll nine weeks. Holloway 
operated for five months, during 
which the payroll, with overtime, 
totaled $4660, more than half the 
boxoffice receipts. Holloway closed 
the theater and did not reopen until 
after Nick was ousted from con- 
trol of Local 143. 

Union members, with their jobs at 
stake, were even more fearful of 
Nick than were the exhibitors. In- 
terviews were difficult to arrange, 
as many operators believed they 
were being watched by the hoodlum 
element which Nick had brought 
into the union and into his hcad- 
quarters. 

19 Sue to Break Nick’s Hold, 


In January, 1939, 19 veteran op- 
erators, taking heart from the 
Post-Dispatch disclosures, filed suit 
in Circuit Court to oust Browne, 
Nick and Weston from control of 
Local 143. The suit was opposed 
by Nick adherents, who filed an 
intervening petition. 

Judge Ernest F. Oakley, after a 
hearing at which Tomsen and other 
union men, and Kaimann, Thim- 
mig and other theater owners were 
witnesses, ousted the Browne-Nick- 
Weston clique from control and 
placed the affairs of Local 143 in 
the hands of receivers. The St. 
Louis Court of Appeals upheld 
Judge Oakley by refusing to revoke

Nick also was indicted, with Wes- 
ton, in the $6500 payoff of 1937. 
Nick and Brady took a severance 
and the State elected to try Nick 
first. The first three attempts to 
try Nick ended in mistrials be- 
cause a juror talked with a State’s 
witness, a juror failed to reveal 
his acquaintance with the Nick 
family and a venireman reported 
he was offered a bribe “to go easy 
on Nick.” 

At the fourth trial Nick was ac- 
quitted in a directed verdict by 
Circuit Judge Thomas J. Rowe, 
who sustained a defense demurrer 
attacking the sufficiency of the 
State’s evidence. Judge Rowe 
ruled that the State failed to show 
an unlawful agreement between 
Brady and Nick and, likewise, failed 
to show any substantial threat 
against the theater owners by 
Nick. 

The charge against Brady was 
dismissed on a nolle prosequi, 
which was filed by Circuit Attor- 
ney Franklin Miller after Judge 
Rowe had recommended that such 
action be taken. The Court’s rec- 
ommendation followed Miuiller’s 
statement that the evidence against

Nick lost no time in letting the 
members of Local 143 feel the 
weight of his heavy hand. At the 
very first meeting at which he pre- 
sided he informed the operators 
that he would not tolerate anyone 
questioning or disobeying his or- 
ders; that he would not stand for 
the members discussing the affairs 
of the union among themselves on 
the outside, and that if he caught 
any of them doing these things he 
would “tear up their cards” and 
thus destroy their means of liveli- 
hood, 

As a result of Nick’s edict the 
fishing trips, family outings and 
other social gatherings of members 
of Local 143 were terminated. He 
was Czar, his word was law and 
he threatened to “tear up the card” 
of anyone who attempted to go 
over his head with an appeal to 
the International Alliance. 

Fate of One Complaint. 

There was an early example of 
the channel which any complaint 
would follow. An unsigned letter re- 
questing the return of local au- 
tonomy for Local 143, which was 
sent to President Browne, was im- 
mediately transmitted to Nick, who 
read the communication at a meet- 
ing of Local 143 with the announce- 
ment that if he learned the identity 
of the writer he would destroy his 
membership in the union. 

Nick was no stranger to the older 
members of Local 143. A tall, heavy- 
set man, he was generally known as 
“Big” Nick, and for years he had 
dominated the affairs of the stage- 
hands’ union here. He had been 
held in fearful respect by both the- 
ater owners and stage employes, 
and the yearly demands by the 
Stagehands on the theatrical inter- 
ests were one of the factors in the 
disappearance of stage shows from 
the larger movie theaters in St. 
Louis. His authority, as first inter- 
national vice-president of the all- 
powerful Internationa] Alliance, 
had also been felt by the manage- 
ments of the Municipal Opera and 
the so-called legitimate theaters, 
and he had dared dispute a juris- 
dictional question with another 
hard-hitting union agent, Arthur 
Schading of the Electrical Workers, 
since shot to death mysteriously.

Asserts Right Will Prevail. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE often felt the urge to congratulate 

the Post-Dispatch upon some fine piece of 
work or other, but have never got around to 
doing so, feeling, as no doubt many others do, 
that it was all part of the day’s work for the 
Post-Dispatch. 

At this time, however, I cannot resist the 
urge, inasmuch as the Post-Dispatch is now 
on trial for doing the same thing that it has 
been doing for so many years, namely, look- 
ing out for the public welfare. 

To a layman like myself, it is especially 
hard to understand why the Post-Dispatch is 
being persecuted for merely publishing facts, 
and setting out the two utterly divergent 
opinions of two of our Circuit Judges, to- 
gether with editorial opinion. This has been 
done for many years, and in my opinion, is 
one of the functions of a newspaper, the fail- 
ure to do which would reflect upon the news- 


paper. 

It wotld seem to me that the Post-Dispatch 
should not be held responsible for the lack 
of co-operation on the Circuit bench, in which 
the Judge finds insufficient cause, in a crim- 
inal division, to hold trial and another Judge 
in the civil division finds the facts so clear-cut 


against the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and 

members of its staff involve principles 
of very great importance to the people of 
Missouri. These principles are so impor- 
tant that a committee has been organized in 
St. Louis under the chairmanship of a mem- 
ber of the law faculty of Washington Uni- 
versity to work for a change in the present 
contempt procedure. 

“The primary public significance” of the 
Post-Dispatch case the committee finds not 
so much in the merits of this particular case 
“as in the effect upon freedom of speech and 
of the press which the power of the courts 
in proceedings of this kind undoubtedly has.” 

The arguments by the attorneys on both 
sides in the hearings before Judge T. J. 
Rowe in St. Louis two weeks ago help clari- 
fy the issues, 

The importance of free speech involving 
criticism of public officials is recognized in 
the Constitution of the United States and in 
the constitutions of the various states. This 
freedom is to be exercised subject to ac- 
countability “for all abuse of that liberty.” 
The contention of the attorneys for the court 
is that the Post-Dispatch abused this free- 
dom and that it may be punished by the 
Judge whose decisions it criticised. 

This, of course, means that a Judge whose 
feelings have been hurt, whether fairly or 
unfairly, is to decide whether the criticism 
is fair, whether it should be punished, and 
the extent of the punishment. An attorney 
for the newspaper recognized this human 
element when he said he was certain the 
court would decide the case from the judicial 
and not the human standpoint; from the 
standpoint, he urged, “of Judge Rowe, and 
not Mr. Rowe as an individual.” 

Such a test is unfair to the Judge and 
grossly unfair to the critics on whom he 
must pass judgment. It shocks every Amer- 
ican instinct of fair play. The people do 
not entrust this power to their highest of- 
ficial, the President of the United States. 
Long experience has demonstrated that 
human nature cannot be expected to meet 
the strain. A President with such power 
would be under constant temptation to-make 
himself another Hitler. 

On this phase of the case, one of the 
newspaper’s attorneys cited the opinion of 
the Supreme Court of Montana that a con- 
tempt of court proceeding is “the nearest 
approach to autocratic power permitted un-

der our form of government.” The retort 
of the court’s attorney that a Montana opin- 
fon has no legal validity in Missouri does 
not alter the truth of the Montana 
court’s statement. The attorney for the 
Post-Dispatch also quoted from an opinion 
by Chief Justice Taft: 

“If the publication criticises the Judge 
or court after the matter with which the 
criticism has to do has been finally adjudi- 
cated and proceedings are ended, so that 
the carrying out of the court’s judgment can- 
not be thereby obstructed, the publication 
is not in contempt and cannot be sum- 
marily punished by the court, however 
false, malicious or unjust it may be. The 
remedy of the Judge as an individual is 
by action or prosecution for libel.” 

To this argument, that impresses a lay- 
man as eminently reasonable and fair, the 
attorney for the court replied that a jury 
would be incompetent to pass on the issues 
involved in a coftempt case. It might be 
swept off its feet by the lawyer for the de- 
fense. 

This same attack on the jury system 
might be made for any case at law. Yet 
experience has demonstrated that the jury 
system with all its faults is the best means 
for obtaining justice that has been devised. 
Certainly it is common sense that a jury 
would be far more likely to deal justly with 
a contempt case than the Judge whose per- 
sonal feelings were directly involved. 

The Star does not assume to interpret 
the law of Missouri as laid down in the 
Shepherd case of a generation ago, and as 
subsequently modified by other decisions. It 
does say that considerations set forth in 
one of the judicial opinions cited on behalf 
of the Post-Dispatch are of vital importance 
to a free people: 

“The utmost latitude and liberty in the 
discussion of business affecting the public 
and the conduct of those who fill positions 
of public trust that is consistent with truth 
and decency is not only permitted, but is 
held to be essential to the public welfare. 
--« The danger that the administration of 
justice in future cases will be embarrassed 
or impeded by criticism of past decisions 
(even if violent, vituperative and unde- 
served) is relatively remote, and we think 
it better as a matter of social policy that 
such risk be taken rather than that the 
process of contempt should be used in such 
cases.” 


HE St. Louis Post-Dispatch and three 
T of its editorial employes have been 
cited for contempt of court by a St. 
Louis Judge because of comment on the 
Judge’s disposition of a criminal case. The 
newspaper has answered that it holds the 
courts in the highest respect, that it was 
performing a public service in calling at- 
tention to the court’s conduct, and that it 
considers the contempt citation an attack 
upon freedom of the press and the consti- 
tutional rights of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Tribune has long admired the val- 
iant fight of the Post-Dispatch against the 
alliance of crime and politics in St. Louis 
and Missouri. We regretted, when the 
Tribune was fighting in 1934 against the 
attempt to muzzle the press with NRA 
licenses, that the Post-Dispatch saw fit 
to pooh-pooh our fears for freedom of the 
press. We hope that the precedents estab- 
lished by the Tribune’s lawyers in a num- 
ber of freedom of the press cases will as- 
sist the Post-Dispatch in resisting what we 
agree is an unjustified attack. 

Newspapers rarely, if ever, comment on 
cases that are pending or on trial. This, 
it may be noted, is largely to avoid prejudic- 
ing jurors or prospective jurors, and not 
usually because of any apprehension that 
such comment will exert improper pressure 
on the trial Judge. Indeed, courts have held 
that a Judge is presumed to be of such 
moral stamina and so well trained in the 
law of evidence that he will not be swayed 
by any comment on a pending case that 
comes to his attention. 

If courts are to use the power of con- 
tempt to punish comment on cases already 
closed, on the theory that such comment 
may affect similar pending cases, it is ob- 
vious that corruption on the bench may 
in many instances escape public censure 
for all time. If, for instance, one of our 
own Municipal Court Judges, having been 
corrupted, should dismiss a batch of hand- 
book operators, is he to be protected from 
denunciation merely because another batch 
of handbook operators is to appear before 
him the next day, and a third batch the 
following day, and so on until the im-

probable date when handbooks cease op- 
erating in Chicago? 

The delicate shadings of the English 
language are nowhere more apparent than 
in the phrase, “contempt of court.” The 
story attributed to Lincoln is in point. A 
Judge fined him $5 for contempt, and he 
tendered the clerk of the court a $10 bill. 
The clerk said he had no change. 

“That’s all right,” said Lincoln. 
take it out in contempt.” 

In England, the courts derive from the 
King, and the Judges, sitting in place of 
the King, have over the’ centuries assumed 
a number of royal prerogatives, including 
wide powers in punishing any criticism as 
contempt of court. In courts deriving 
their authority from a Republic, such as- 
sumptions of royal prerogatives are at best 
inappropriate and sometimes are vicious. 

Legally, the Judge sitting on the bench 
is the court, but that cannot obscure the 
vital difference between the court as an 
institution, the authority of which must 
be defended, and the Judge as an indi- 
vidual, subject in his acts, official and un- 
official, to the failings and vices of any 
other human, This practical difference 
is recognized legally. Ex-Judge Manton, 
appealing his conviction for selling justice, 
argued that if the conviction were al- 
lowed to stand, the court on which he 
had sat would be brought into disrepute. 
The Supreme Court of the United States 
rejected that argument. 

Obviously the contrary of Manton’s ar- 
gument was true. The court was not 
brought into disrepute by his detection and 
punishment, but its reputation would have 
been sorely hurt if his knavery had gone 
unpunished. Exposure of corrupt influ- 
ence in a court is, as the Post-Dispatch 
maintains, not an attack upon the reputa- 
tion of the courts, but a defense of their 
purity and a public service of the greatest 
value. 

If Judges are permitted to use the pow- 
er of the court in which they sit to in- 
flict personal revenge on those who expose 
their rascality, then that court will truly 
be held in contempt and justly so.

COMMENT FROM THE PRESS A 


“Something Wrong With the Law.” 
From the Birmingham (Ala.) Age-Heraid. 

P in St. Louis, the tart Post-Dispatch, a 

newspaper that scatters a good many 
chips about when it gets worked up over a 
cause, has been cited for contempt of court 
by a Judge who was adversely criticised by 
the newspaper. Three of the paper's staff 
also have been charged with contempt. 

One cannot pretend to know the merits of 
this case at such a distance from the scene. 
But we often have wondered about the wis- 
dom of allowing Judges to hear contempt 
cases instigated by themselves. 

Most Judges are particularly cautious 
about citing persons for contempt, and it is 
well that they are. For Judges can make 
themselves ridiculous by acting as the of- 
fended, the prosecutor and the jury at one 
and the same time. 

The courts, of course, should be protected. 
But Judges are human beings, just as legis- 
lators, Congressmen, Governors and the 
President of the United States are human 
beings. None of these latter dignitaries has 
the power to jail his own critics. Yet a Judge 
has that power. 

A defendant in a court trial cannot have 
his own brother on the jury, much less sit on 
it himself. Yet a Judge in trying a contempt 
case acts as the sole jury in a case in which 
he is involved. There is something wrong 
with the law here. 


A Move to Disarm the Press. 


From the Monroe County Appeal (Paris, Mo.). 
REE members of the Post-Dispatch staff 
have been cited for alleged contempt of 
court by a St. Louis Judge, who took ex- 
ception to recent cartoons and criticisms of 
orders he had made. A Kansas City Judge 
continues to disturb the peace because of a 
remark Gov. Stark made in connection with a 
decision which shocked and disappointed the 
public. 

If our courts of justice rule that such 
Judges—or any Judges, for that matter—are 
too sacred for constructive criticism, it will 
be a sad day for the cause of law and order 
in this country. To disarm a newspaper like 
the Post-Dispatch, which has done more for 
the cause of clean government during the last 
50 years than any other agency in the Mid- 
west, would be to put a premium on ways 
that are dark and tricks that are vain.

Dictatorship by the Courts. 
From the Kansas City Journal. 
HE Post-Dispatch contempt case is one of 
those instances in which the courts, in an 
attempt to protect their prestige, succeed only 
in doing it irreparable injury. 

Most newspapers concede the impropriety 
of commenting on pending cases on which 
there has been no final ruling. No newspaper 
has a right to place the pressure of public 
opinion on a Judge to influence his decision 
one way or another. But when newspapers, 
acting in what they believe to be the public 
interest, are denied the right to criticise 
Judges for their official conduct, then mani- 
festly we have dictatorship by the courts. 

Missouri Circuit Judges run for the offices 
they hold. As holders of public office, their 
conduct is subject to the rules of criticism ap- 
plicable to the conduct of other officehold- 
ers, unless the purpose and effect is to defeat 
the ends of justice. They are responsible to 
the public whose favor and approval they 
court in running for office. They cannot le- 
gitimately deny the right of public criticism 
of their official acts. 

Those who are cynical and mistrustful of 
the executive and legislative branches of gov- 
ernment generally retain their respect for the 
judicial branch. It is questionable how long 
the courts could retain that respect if they 
persist in the high and mighty theory that 
they are in all respects immune to criticism. 

Agencies created to protect constitutional 
liberties should be the last to infringe the 
principle of those liberties. 


Still a Free Country.

HERE is no divinity that doth hedge a 
"Th sae and the attempt of jurists to send 
editors to jail for daring to criticise them 
calls for a manifestation of good old Boston 
Tea Party Americanism. Two editors and 
the famous cartoonist, Fitzpatrick, of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch have been cited for 
snorting editorially at a Judge who dismissed 
extortion indictments against a politician and 
a labor leader. Granted that the great Fitz- 
patrick can be very disrespectful—his offend- 
ing cartoon was entitled “Burlesque House in 
Rat Alley”—it’s still a free country.

The Contempt-Order Dagger. 
From the Wiconsin State Journal. 
ONTEMPT proceedings to gag the press 
have again been resorted to by public of- 
ficers smarting under criticism. 

Circuit Judge Thomas J. Rowe has cited 
members of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
staff on a charge of contempt because the 
paper has had the daring to criticise the 
Circuit Attorney of St. Louis for dismissing 
a charge of extortion against a member of 
the Legislature. The Circuit Judge issuing 
the contempt citations has also been the sub- 
ject of criticising editorials in the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Again we say that the extraordinary and 
drastic writ of contempt of court should 
never be exercised against newspapers for 
comment. 

Judges and officers of the court have the 
remedy of libel action, if they believe that an 
injury has been wrought to them by news- 
paper criticism. There is no logical reason 
why they should have any other remedy ex- 
cept that accorded the general public. Free- 
dom of the press would not remain in the 
nation if the courts were not subject to criti- 
cism, the same as any other offices of gov- 
ernment. 

To place under the judicial mantle a con- 
tempt-order dagger is a wrong both to the 
press and the public. The sole reason for 
contempt proceedings against any newspa- 
per for published articles is to silence and 
to punish for criticism. 

The United States Supreme Court recog- 
nized this in dismissing a contempt proceed- 
ing against an Omaha newspaper, and in 
that decision plainly stated that a newspa- 
per was not liable for contempt for the 


criticism of court orders and judgments, 
To accord the courts immunity from criti- 
cism through permitting contempt citations 
would be a distinct blow to the freedom 
of the press, 


Excessive Power of Judges. 
From the Charlotte (N. C.) News. 


"Tae whole contempt action against the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch smells, and serves 
to emphasize again the fact that the con- 
tempt powers of Judges ought to be rigidly 
defined by law. 

So far as there is any justification for 
such powers, it Tesides wholly in the neces- 


ASity of insuring that trials are conducted 


in an orderly manner, without outside inter- 
ference. Newspapers clearly have no right 
to make any comment in the course of trial 
which is likely to influence the decision. But 
once a trial is complete, they emphatically 
do have the right to make any comment 
they like. 

If the Judge or the Prosecuting Attorney 
is libeled, well and good—they have recourse 
to the libel laws. But so long as they are 
not libeled, then as public officials their 
acts are rightly subject to the same exam- 
ination and appraisal as those of all other 
public officials. Else the courts are made 
into sacrosanct tyrants, with the power to 
shut up free speech and arbitrarily retaliate 
against their critics by setting themselves up 
as equivalent to the majesty of the law and 
trying their own cases. 


The Courts and the Press 
From the New York World-Telegram and the 
18 Other Scripps-Howard Newspapers. 
Far ani om of the press and the dignity 

of the courts, two prime requisites of 
good government, have a way of colliding 
once in a while, as they are doing this 
week at St. Louis in a contempt case in- 
volving the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

Neither the judiciary nor the press is 
infallible. Small men, willful men, crook- 
ed men have sometimes abused the power 
and privileges of each institution. But in 
the end, usually, the one serves to cor- 
rect the other. A newspaper which vio- 
lates the laws of libel and decency must 
answer to the courts; a Judge who be- 
trays his calling is apt to be caught up 
by the press. 

At this distance, we can’t undertake to 
pass judgment on the St. Louis contro- 
versy except to say that we think Judge 
Thomas J. Rowe will be making the mis- 
take of his life if he fines or jails the 
Post-Dispatch executives whom he has 
cited for contempt. The Judge, we sus- 
pect, has got a whirlwind by the tail. 

The Post-Dispatch is one of America’s 
great papers, with a long and brilliant 
record of fights waged and won for hon- 
esty in government. Perhaps it cast an 
unfair reflection on Judge Rowe in the 
editorials and cartoon which are now at 
issue. But on the face of it, one would 
think that the Judge and not the news- 
paper was the one to do the explaining. 

The story, in brief, is this: 

A labor union official, described by the 
Post-Dispatch as a “racketeer,” and a 
State Legislator, nicknamed “Putty Nose,” 
were accused of shaking down St. Louis 
film theater owners for $10,000—in return 
for averting a boost in the wages of mo- 
tion picture operators. 

In Judge Rowe’s court, the two came to 
trial separately. In one case, the Judge 
directed an acquittal; in the other, at his 
suggestion, the indictment was dropped.

A GOOD JOB DONE IN KANSAS CITY. 

The citizens of Kansas City took the ballot in hand 
yesterday and made a clean sweep of their arrogant 
and ancient Rat Alley. The Pendergast machine, 
whose rule had been unbroken for 16 years, was swept 
into limbo by a majority of 20,000. 
Under John B. Gage, who has been elected Mayor 
on the non-partisan ticket, the city-manager form of 
government will have a chance to show its worth.

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WISCONSIN REPORTS. 

It wasn’t much of a race in Wisconsin yesterday 
between President Roosevelt and his 1932 and 1936 
running mate, John Nance Garner of Texas. For 
every Democrat who voted for Cactus Jack, more than 
three marked their ballots for F. D. R. This doesn’t 
kiss the Garner candidacy good-by, but it is a set- 
back in such proportions as the traditionally Repub- 
lican State of Wisconsin can deliver. 

Four more such tests are coming up fast. Next 
Tuesday, Illinois, a State with a Democratic Gover- 
nor and two Democratic Senators, will pass on the 
same two names under circumstances with much 
more meaning. Nebraska will also vote this month, 
and Oregon and California in May. The Sphinx of 
Uvalde has not been counted out, but he has lost a 
first round which failed to extend the contestants.

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THUMBS DOWN ON PRE-TRIAL. 

The St. Louis Bar Association has rejected a com- 
mittee recommendation urging adoption of pre-trial 
hearings in the local courts. This decision must 
be intensely disappointing to those citizens who for 
some years have campaigned for installation of this 
system, and somewhat baffling as well. 

As a means of eliminating many delays, clarifying 
complicated issues, curtailing continuances, reducing 
costs—in short, providing swifter and cheaper jus- 
tice—there have been glowing testimonials to the 
pre-trial system from numerous cities. All the plan 
amounts to is a conference between lawyers for the 
two sides, in the presence of their clients, with a 
Judge informally presiding. When the plan was 
adopted in Detroit in 1932, it took four years for a 
civil case to be settled. Last year, it took only 10 
months, and three-fourths of the cases were disposed 
of in 90 days. The plan has been indorsed by numer- 
ous bar groups, and adopted in Boston, Los Angeles, 
Dallas and elsewhere, 

The St. Louis courts may be highly efficient, as 
objectors to the pre-trial plan stated, but it is incon- 
ceivable that they could not become more so by 
adoption of this system. They are certainly not so 
efficient as to rule out a test period for pre-trial. 

Was Monday night’s meeting, which took the action 
by voice vote, truly representative of the bar asso- 
ciation? It is extremely doubtful. Only 150 of the 
organization’s membership of more than 1000 were 
present. There would seem to be a good chance 
that a poll of all the members would show a different 
result. Surely the cause of providing quicker and 
less costly justice for the people should not be con- 
sidered lost because of this vote.

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ONE QUESTION THE CENSUS DROPPED. 

The air has been so full of fantasies about the 
questions being asked in the national census now 
in progress that little attention is paid to a sig- 
nificant omission from the customary list. In every 
previous census, enumerators have been asking 
whether the individual interviewed could read and 
write. This year, the question is not being used. This 
is not because of any outcry about personal liberties, 
but because Government authorities find illiteracy 
reduced to so low a percentage that it need no longer 
be a subject of the general census. 

The decision should be noted as a landmark for 
American education, for certainly a reduction in il- 
literacy from 10.7 per cent in 1900 to 4.3 per cent 
in 1930 is a remarkable achievement. Yet it is too 
early to cheer, since the victory is incomplete. In 
some states, illiteracy still runs high, up to 14.9 per 
cent in South Carolina and 13.3 per cent in New Mex- 
ico. Among Negroes, the percentage was 16.3 in 1930, 
as contrasted with 1.5 among native whites.

These banks have given the Treasury cash— 
paper money—in exchange for the pledge. 
And at last report these banks had issued 
$5,162,000,000 worth of paper money backed 
by that amount of this gold. 

As far as we can make out, this leaves 
approximately 12 billion dollars in gold as 
the property of the Treasury, free and clear 
of arly encumbrance except that it is in hock 
to the Federal Reserve. Both these orgart- 
isms being United States Government agen- 
cies, isn’t it logical to say that this 12 bil- 
lion dollars’ worth of gold belongs to the peo- 
ple? 

If that is true, some interesting questions 
flow from it. 

Suppose we should take this gold and di- 
vide it up equally among every man, woman 
and child of us. We'd each get $92 and 
some cents. The temporary stimulus to em- 
ployment would be comparable to that fur- 
nished by tht bonus a few years ago. 

Or suppose we should try to put this gold 
in circulation in a less crudely direct way. 
Suppose the Treasury should pay off 12 bil- 
lion dollars of the national debt in Treasury 
certificates, backed by the gold. At least 
it wouldn’t be greenback inflation. It would 
swell] the amount of money in circulation; 
and it would relieve Mr. Roosevelt of the 
seemingly imminent necessity of asking Con- 
gress to hoist the statutory national debt 
limit above the present 45 billion dollars. 

The most grewsome question of all the 
questions about gold, of course, is: Suppose 
a concert of leading foreign nations, fed up 
with our possession of most of the world’s 
monetary gold and our apparent inability to 
stop getting more and more of it, should re- 
fuse any longer to call gold any kind of 
money. Where would we be then? 

It’s a wonderful metal, gold; and the 
thoughts one can think about it are fearful 
and wonderful thoughts. We imagine one 
could even go nuts thinking about it, 


thinking about gold, the less intelligent 

we feel. We would feel bad about this, 
except for the fact that nobody else seems 
to be able to think any more intelligently 
about gold than we are. 
For quite a while, we had a theory that 
God and Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau knew something about gold, the gold 
standard and related questions; but now we 
sometimes wonder whether God isn’t the 
only person left in the universe who knows 
anything about it. 
Not that Mr. Morgenthau talks any less 
intelligently than he used to about gold. 
Whenever he opens his mouth on the sub- 
ject, his remarks sound as if there were 
some profound wisdom in them somewhere. 
But when we try to ferret out that wisdom, 
we fail. Maybe that’s because we’re dumb; 
but if so, we’re in the same boat as all the 
other people we know or know of. 
Hefe are.certain concrete facts about the 
United States gold supply: 
The United States’ stock of monetary gold 
has passed the 18-billion-dollar mark. That 
means that this country now possesses about 
70 per cent of all the governmental and 
central bank gold reserves in the world. 
The stuff is buried, most of it, at Fort 
Knox, Ky. 
This isn’t all the monetary gold now re- 
siding in this country. The Federal Reserve 
Bank in New York City has about one bil- 
lion dollars in gold belonging to foreign na- 
tions and deposited with the Federal Re 
serve for safekeeping. What with bombs 
bursting in the European air and no Eu- 
ropean nation being too virtuous to grab a 
neighbor nation’s gold reserve if possible, we 
should think more and more of this gold 
would be coming to New York for safekeep- 
ing—until and unless we get into the war. 
Where it would go then we don’t know.

A Missouri Plan for Choosing Judges 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican, 


N organization has been formed. in Mis- 
A souri to advance a proposal for a new 
system of choosing Judges, a system com- 
bining electoral and appointive systems. 
Under the plan, non-partisan, non-salaried 
commissions of lawyers and laymen would 
make nominations for the leading courts of 
the State, and appointments would be made 
by the Governor from lists of three candi- 
dates so named. After a trial period of a 
year or more, the voters would decide 
whether a Judge should continue in office. 
The plan has not yet been worked out in 
detail, but it is hoped to have it ready for 
submission to a referendum at the State 
election next November. 

In referring favorably to the proposal, the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch notes that at pres- 
ent all seven of the Judges of the State 
Supreme Court and all 18 of the Circuit 
Judges in St. Louis are Democrats, a sub- 
stantially customary partisan showing, 
varying with the party in political power in 


dates have been named by the political 
machines, and have fared at the polls the 
same as the other candidates on the ticket. 
Missouri's experience with the electoral 
System of choosing Judges has been like 
that of other states, although in some states 
recommendations of bar associations have 
carried more weight. 

Only in five states—Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, New Jersey and Dela- 
ware—are Judges appointed by the Gover- 
nor.

HE boy or girl who is taller, big- 
T eer in every way than the other 

children in the class is usually 
unhappy. They begin finding ex- 
cuses for staying out of school, for 
not taking part in the play, for 
keeping out of sight generally. 


Mothers cannot make them any 
smaller or shorter. They do their 
best to dress them to advantage, en- 
courage them by telling them that 
they will soon stop growing, and 
anyway it is nice to be tall and big 
to no result.

Use of Germs 


in Waging War 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


S bacterial warfare possible? We 
| have heard of the idea of spread- 

ing disease germs among the en- 
emy population, but the difficulty 
for a bacteriologist has been to 
conceive of a plan which would 
be likely to work. 

I have information from a.source 
which must remain anonymous, but 
which is sufficiently responsible, 
that he has committed himself to 
writing, that what one European 
country has in mind is the trans- 
mission of tularemia (better known 
as rabbit fever). 

It is said to have infected colo- 
nies of flies, which are being kept 
in a refrigerator at a temperature 
of about 40 to 50 degrees above zero. 
It has been found that when these 
flies are returned to an ordinary 
warm temperature, they are re- 
stored to activity and the tularemia 
germs begin to develop inside their 
bodies. 


The flies can be taken from the 
refrigerator in wholesale quantities 
and dropped from airplanes to 
enemy countries. They infect ani- 
mals, and the animals, in turn, in- 
fect humans just as they have done 
in this country. This bacteriologi- 
cal war, of course, would be specifi- 
cally planned for the civilian popu- 
lation and not for the soldiers at 
the front. 

According to bacteriologists and 
hygienist to whom I have talked, 
the plan is perfectly feasible. In 
the first place, tularemia, though it 
usually occurs in a mild form, may 
become malignant. We had a num- 
ber of cases of malignant tularemia 
resulting in death last fall in the 
United States. We also have had 
reports that tularemia affects not 
only such animals as rabbits (the 
usual reservoir), but also domestic 
animals, fowls and even fish. 

When one considers any other 
form of bacterial warfare, he is met 
with technical difficulties. It would 
no longer be possible to infect the 
water supply with the old scourges 
of typhoid fever or cholera because 
public health methods are adequate 
in all civilized countries to protect 
the population from this source uf 
infection. 

Tularemia can be prevented by 
wearing rubber gloves when dress- 
ing animals, but such precautions 
are, as we know from our own. ex- 
perience, too often neglected. 

The only catch in this scheme for 
bacterial warfare is that the tula- 
remia might easily get across the

East's Bidding 
at Fault, Not 
His Partner's

é6 EAR Mr. Culbertson: I was

“East contends my second bid 
also should have been hearts in- 
stead of diamonds to show more 
positive strength in the suit, in 
which case he would have left in 
the double. Also, since two suits 
already had been doubled, it was 
not logical that an outstanding 
length in spades would be held by 
the opponents. Incidentally, after 
looking over the hands, one can 
readily see through North's dia- 
mond double, a mere prod to force 
another spade bid. 

“Il claim the blame rests on East 
for taking out the heart double 
after my pass, especially when I 
had at no time raised spades. My 
reason for showing the diamond 
Bult on the second round was the 
possibility of a no trump fit. 

“South opened a low heart. North 
shifted to a club after ruffing, and 
the first six tricks were rattled off 
before East got his breath. Of 
course, the ace of trump also was 
conceded. 

“We would appreciate your come 
ment. Mrs, B. W. G., New York.” 

Just one more case (No. 6,754,832, 
I imagine) of the guilty party re- 
proaching his victim. I publish this 
hand because it is an all too com- 
mon illustration of the indecisive- 
ness to be found at many bridge 
tables. East's bidding was typical 
of the player who cannot make up 
his own mind, but must have it 
made up for him by the oppo- 
nents. After West's three diamond 
bid and North’s double, there was 
(presumably) no doubt in East's 
mind as to the correctness of his 
three heart preference bid. But 
when this met with a double from 
South, East decided to change his 
horses and make a pure “stab” at 
his own magnificent spade _ suit. 
That he had bid this suit twice and 
found no encouragement from 
West, apparently had little influ- 
ence on him. Admittedly a five 
card suit headed by a K-Q-J is 
worth a rebid, but when partner 
having heard those bids refuses to 
raise that suit even in order to 
escape from a double, it is a safe 
bet that he has an acute dislike 
for that denomination. West's bid- 
ding showed a very fair hand; 
without it he would have passed 
to the two spades. A two-oOver-one 
takeout (viz... Wests two heart 
takeout of one spade) strongly 
suggests a five card suit, hence 
there was no need for East to be 
panicky on that score. 

Summing up, then, it should be 
obvious that the fault in this mat- 
ter lay entirely on East's shoul. 
ders. At three hearts, reasonably
